The application has been amended as follows: 
Cancel Claim 16. 

This corresponds to the description of cancelled claims in the response filed 4-3- 
06 and the currently narrowed claim 1 doesn't provided for other binders as described in 
claim 16. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest the combination of an electrophotographic 
photoconductor undercoating of a charge transport material in a polyamide binder. 
Although it is known in the art to use polyamide binders in undercoat layers, 
comparative results overcome any possible obviousness rejection over the prior art of 
record
